HISTORY OF THE MOVEMENT THAT 


WAS INAUGURATED BY PAYN. 


Slap Showing the location of tho Terri- 


tory Now Wanted by the Boomers—No 
Man's Land, ol Wnlch so Much Has 
Been Said. 


[Special Correspondence ] 


TAHLEQDAH, I T , Juno 13.—Oklahoma is 


in (he center of the Indian territory, and 
contains 3,400 square miles—that is, the 
the original Oklahoma strip did, though the 
title is now "floated," in western phrase, to 
a much larger region lying north and west 
The true title to this land puzzles able law- 
yera In equity it belongs to the Indiana, 
for the Cherokees, Creeks and Seminolee 
deeded it to the Cmted States In I860 with a 
epedflo understanding that it should be oc- 
cupied by such other tribes as too govern- 
ment should from time to tune locate with a 
view to their civilization. "Oklahoma" ia 
a Cherokee compound which may be freely 
translated "The Bed Man's State." 


Between 1820 and 1840 the Cherokas wer» 


taken to the Indian territory except a rem- 
nant of some 1,800 who own a tract on Tumb- 
ling Fork creok in western North Carolina. 
The Creeks or Muscogees, Choctaws, Chicka- 
saws and Seminolee followed, on similar 
conditions, and these constitute the "Fiv» 
Clnjized Tribes" which, until 1800, owned 
all the Indian territory They number some 
00,000, 


Boon after their resettlement the Cherokees 


began the policy of "absorption," Inviting 
fragments of other eastern tribes to join 
thani( and the Quawpaws, Senecas, Mlamis, 
WyandoUes, Shawneea, Delawaroeand many 
other minor tribes have, as the phrase goes, 
"dissolved their tribal organization and ac- 
cepted head lights in the Cherokee nation." 
A new treaty was made in I860 by which the 
four tribes ceded 14,000,000 ocies and the 
Cherokees ceded all that part of their terri- 
tory west of longitude 06 dege —estimated at 
8,144,778 acres—the proviso in both cases 
being that friendly tribes should be located 
on the ceded laida. The govei nment paid 
the four tnbes from fifteen to thirty cents an 
acre for their cession, and agreed to pay the 
Cherokees a sum, to be agreed upon, for such 
land settled according to the proviso 


The government entered vigorously upon 


the task of locating other Indians, and dur- 
ing the odrainistuatlon of President Grant 
there was quite a popular enthusiasm for "civ- 
ilization and the Quaker policy " The Chey- 
onncs and Arapahoes wero located, and then 
removed to a wilder region 
The Osages and 


Kansas received 1,5TO,100 acres, the Nez 
Forces 00,711, tho Poncas 101,804, the Otoe- 
Missouras 1£O,110 and tho Pawnees £80,014 
icrea Ab a later date the Sacs and Foxes, 
the lowas, Kickapoos and "Absentee Shaw- 
neea" (those not absorbed by the Cherokees) 
received small tracts It is needless to detail 
tho conflict of lawa and opinions. Suffice it 
that the friends of tho Indians claim that 
every foot of tho Indian territory is covered 
by an unextinguished Indian title, while the 
Intendingeettlers insist that tho Oklahoma 
Btrip and some more—nearly 10,000,000 acres 
In all—is open to settlement. 


In this condition of affaire the "Kansas 


boys" began a dozen yours ago to try the ex- 
periment of settling in the territory, not only 
In Oklahoma proper, but in the "Cherokee 
Outlet," as it is called.—the strip stretching 
neitward from the northern part of tho oc- 
cupied Cherokee-lands They were promptly 
ejected hy the government, but the Chero- 
kees gi anted herders permits to graze cattlo 
on the strip, and this soon created a white 
man's Intel est adverse to that of the settlers 
In ft few yeais all Oklahoma proper, 1,887,- 
800 acres, and most of the strip between it 
and Kansas were covered by the cattle ol 
big syndicates 


Copt. D ti Tayn, born In 1830 in Grant 


county, Indiana, but a borderer since the 
opening of Kansas in 1854, had hunted and 
scouted all over the country, had represented 
two counties 1u the Kansas legislature and 
distinguished himself as an Indian fighter, 
w hen In 1871) ho was appointed to a email of- 
flco in Washington city. There ho familiar- 
i*>d himself with tho Indian treaties, and 
concluded, on good legal authority, that the 
lost vestlgo of Indian title to OUahoma pro- 
per was extinguished by a clause in the act 
providlnpt for a right ot way for the Atlantic 
and Pacific railroad 
Ho at once began to 


organize 5 baud to take possession, ana 
made no less than eleven raids Into the dis- 
puted countiy—run out sometimes by the 
Indians and sometimes by the cattle men, at 
other times compelled to leave for wane of 
fcupport, and finally evicted with all his 
largo colony and imprisoned by tho United 
Btatos authorities ft 1880 he was arrested 
and impiiboncd at Fort Worth, Arkansas. 
the court decided ngainst him, but in 1888 he 
was again In Oklahoma, with a email colony

By March, 1S83, he not only had 1,000 col- 


onists ready, Including 4/00 well armed men, 
but hod Interested soveial congressmen, 
proved his coso against the cattle men and 
considerably embarrassed the secretary of 
the Interior 
The force concentrated at 
Arkansas City (but Qen Hatch took posses- 
sion of tho Cherokee strip with a strong 
force and United States District Attorney 
James R. Hallowell had Capt Couch put 
under bonds. The colonists tnen memorial- 
ized the president and congress in regard to 
the cattlo men In Oklahoma, and the result 
was that they too were compelled to leave, 
tn the meantime the United States court 
for the Judicial district of Ai Lansas, hav- 
ing Jurisdiction over the Indian territory, 
had decided that the entire 8,000,000 of acres 
unoccupied belonged to the Cherokees: but 
the "boomers" went In with their expedition 
and wero again expelled 
They then ap- 
pealed to congress, to whom President Cleve- 
land had already referred the sublect and 
the result Is the 'Springer bill." 
This bWl, introduced and supported by 


Hon. William Springer, chairman of the 
houce committee On territories, provides that 
all Oklahoma proper, all the Cherokee strip 
north of it and all that port of the Indian 
territory north of tho Panhandle of Texas, 
and known as No Man's Land, shall be or- 
ganized into a territory of the united States, 
to be called Oklahoma, and that the few In- 
dian tribes located in it shall have the came 
rights as Indians on reservations in other 
territories. 
The bill is warmly opposed by 


the Five Civilized Tiibea and by all theso 
called "sentimentalists," friends of the In- 
dians, and is favored of course by the mem- 
bers representing the adjacent states and 
territories.

It 
was the duty of the Crown Prince to invade Al- 
sace, and, by passing through the Vosges, turn 
the right or tho French troops, who wore be- 
tween tho Saar and Metz. Marshal MacMa-

with a force exceeding iO,000 men, stood

Prom this on to the capture ol Napoleon at 
Sedan was almost an unbroken series of vic- 
tories. 
When the Emporor surrendered in such 


dramatic fashion, the Crown Prince attended 
his father to Bellovue, where tho King met 
Napoleon. He remained outside the room 
dur- 


ing tho interview, bat afterward saw tho fallen 
sovereign; and none can doubt that his warm 
heart melted with, pity for his fate, how- 
ever 
well it may have boon deserved. 


Whon tho King visited his troops after the 
sur- 


render, ana rode all around Sedan, tbo Crown 
Prince accompanied him, and saw much, tosad- 
don as well as rejoice his heart in those clays of 
excitement. 


Tho march on Paris rapidly followed upon 


the tragedy at Sedan; and after the capital 
waa Invested the work of the Crown Princo was 
of tho kind whloh does not show. He hiul uls 
headquarters at Les Ombragcs, the country 
seat of a rich Parisian. We get glimpses of 
him from timo to time In his quarter* and in 
action, but nothing of special Importance. 


During the years of peuco which succeeded

Last evening shortly after four o'clock, 


the shocking news reached the city by 
special messenger that Elder John W. 
Tyler had been fatally kicked on the 
head by a horse near his farm of 320 acres 
in Long Greek township, five miles east 
of Decatur. 
The bnef 
information 


passed about the city rapidly but no 
details could be learned until late in the 
evening, when Rev. T. W. Pmkerton, J. 
A. Menweather, T W Cann, Frank and 
R. E. Pratt returned from the farm Drs. 
E. W. and D. N. Moore were the physi- 
cians who visited the Elder at the earli- 
est possible moment, and did what they 
oonld to give him relief. The Elder was 
unconscious, the injury being of such a 
dangerous character as to leave no hope 
of recovery. 


The particulars oan be briefly stated. 


Yesterday accompanied by hie son, Bar- 
ton S. Tyler, the Elder, who was in his 
usual happy spirits, got into a buggy and 
drove out to the farm near Antiooh. The 
horse used was a Texan pony which was 
purchased on Thursday and freshly shod 
at the Bluegrass shop yesterday morn- 
ing. The horse appeared to be gentle 
and safe, but Bart, deemed it best to go 
along with hia father and drive the ani- 
mal. 
Father and son had started to 


return to the oity at three o'clock, the 
horse going along at o slow gait 
At the 


roadside a short distance from the house 
Frank Boyei was in the act of placing a 
rail on tho fence, when the horse jumped 
sideways briskly, there being a slight in- 
cline in the road at this point. Bart was 
driving He tightened the reins to hold 
the horse in check, the check pulling the 
buggy against the horse 
Tho animal 


commenced kicking sharply and kept it 
up until he had partly torn himself loose 
from the rig. Bart was still in the buggy 
and it was at this juncture that Frank 
Boyer came over from the fence to take 
the horse by the bridle. At the same 
time Elder Tyler made an attempt to 
get out of the buggy 
He was sitting on 


the right side and had partly arisen to 
jump, with hie left side turned toward 
the fractious horse, when the animal 
gave another and his last vicious kick, 
one of his feet striking the Elder on the 
left side o£ the head, near the temple, 
crushing his skull and hurling the ven- 
erable preacher back into the buggy into 
the arms of his son. The blood streamed 
from the ghastly cut and the Elder was 
unconscious, remaining in that state un- 
til he passed away at his home m this 
city at 8 15 this morning, attended by his 
wife, his family and friends. 


The injury inflicted by the kick was a 


fracture near the left temple, three 
inches in length, the depression made by 
the oalk of the horse's shoe being less 
than a half-inch. 


The Elder was brought to Decatur in 


a vehicle last night, and taken to his 
home at about 12 o'clock 


The deceased was one of the best 


known old residents of the county and 
was greatly admired fof his genial dispo- 
sition and hospitable and sympathetic 
nature. 
Everybody was giad to meet 


Uncle Johnny and chat with him 
He 


loved the truth, he loved his church and 
his family, and all his long life he has 
ever been found a true friend and a man 
of the strictest integrity 
The whole 


community mourns the death of the old 
gentleman, who though 80 years of age, 
bade fair to live to a hundred. His 
tragic death is a grant shook to his wife 
and children whose sonow is unspeak- 
able 


About 20 years ago Elder Tyler was 


severely injured in a railway aeoident at 
Lanesville, when ho had three ribs brok- 
en, and not long ngo while at his farm in 
the winter season o big gate swung 
against him, knocking him down on the 
ice and breaking a leg.

A Boy Thief With a Becord. 


Last night Officers Helmiok, Lilly and 


Imboden, arrested August Witt, a smooth 
voung German lad of 17, whose father is 
a miner for the Coa Co. and resides 
north of the shaft 
August has made 


quite a record as a thief and jail breaker 
since last full when ha went to Loami, in 
Sangamon county, and began to work 
for John Koons, a farmer 
He obtained 


the full oonhdonco of the farmer, one 
night he left, taking one of Koon'e 
horses and a fine accordeon 
Tho horse 


was abandoned by the boy near Deoatur, 
and afterwards recovered by Koons but 
he sold the acoordeon 
JToung Witt was 


caught by the Deoatnr o0ioers and jailed 
for the Koons robbery. Koons came 
here to take Witt in custody, but the 
next morning it was found that the boy 
in some mysterious manner had escaped 
from the depot ]ail 
In February 
last 


Marshal Mason got two letters from 
Hillsboro, HI., making inquiries about 
Witt who was wanted there for thievery 
and in April news came from Springfield 
that Witt had stolen a watch and chain 
from a capital city lawyer, B W Hames. 
Witt could not be located, although his 
home in Deoatur wot closely watched by 
the police. Yesterday two Portuguese 
lesidents of Jacksonville came to Dacatur 
inquiring for Witt, reporting that he had 
stolen a pony from them and that they 
wanted to put him through for the crime. 
Through the advice of Marshal Mason, 
the two men made close inquiry about 
the pony on their return home and 
it was found that Witt had sold the 
pony for $22 50 at Hhopolis 
As stated 


at the outset Witt was captured at his 
home last night. He will be sent to 
Springfield to be prosecuted for steal- 
ing the Koons horse and accordeon and 
for,robbing Hames of the watoh and chain, 
which the thief had sold to the Jackson- 
ville people. Young Witt 
has done 


right well for a boy but his career is end- 
ed now as he IB under look and key with 
a moss of evidence against him. 


This forenoon Marshal Mason put 


Witt through the sweating process and 
finally got him to confess that he and 
another man had stolen two horses from 
a farmer in Hillsboro, bat both were 
captured, the man going to Chester pen- 
itentiary for three years, and Witt to the 
county jail for five months. Witt had 
special liberties at the jail and escaped 
after serving three months of the time.

George E. Boyd, the young man from 
Maroa, whose father is dead and whose 
care-worn mother stood by him with all 
her great maternal devotion through the 
hearing of the damaging evidence against 
her son, for the 
killing 
of Aurehus 


Williams near the Union Iron Works in 
this oity on the afternoon of Nov. 17, '87. 
The testimony as to Boyd's guilt was 
conclusive and the prosecution was prop- 
erly severe, State's Attorney Mills mak- 
ing the moat of the points in the trial. 
It was plain that the frightened prisoner 
was greatly affected by the opening and 
closing arguments ot Mr Millo. He re- 
membered the (ate ot Westbrook, who 
has been his companion in jail since his 
imprisonment, and he was fearful of the 
worst. He oould not hide his feelings 
He hung his head, and no doubt in imag- 
ination oould see the hangman placing 
the noose around his neck, with his sob- 
bing mother and weeping halt-sisters in 
their home of gloom and sorrow. He 
felt hopeful while his counsel, Mr Lee, 
was pleading for his life and appealing 
for mercy as beet he oould with the case 
he hod, amplifying on the point that the 
stabbing was mainly accidental and that 
there was no particle of mahoe in the 
heart ot the defendant when he struck 
the fatal blow. While Judge Hughes 
was reading his instructions to the jury, 
the mother of Boyd stood weeping in the 
hall and at the conclusion cams up to 
her son whose head was bowed and 
placed her arm around his neck, holding 
a handkerchief to her streaming eyes 
with the disengaged hand. The scene 
for a few moments was quite dramatic 
and must have affected the jury as it 
did the spectators, Complete silence 
prevailed as the jury filed out to make 
up its verdict, and when Boyd was taken 
to the jail he broke down completely, his 
condition being such as to require the 
immediate attention of a physician, 


THE VEKDIOT 


The jury did not agree upon a verdict 


until about four o'clock, and still tearing 
the worst Boyd was so weak that he 
had to be partly supported by the 
offi 


ceis us he was ushered into the court 
room. His nerves seemed to be 
un- 


strung by the mental strain he had under- 
gone since the trial began. He took his 
seat bearing every evidence of utter de- 
jeotion 
The jury filed in silently, stand- 


ing m a row outside the east railing 
The verdiot was handed to Judge Hughes, 
who spread out the paper and read 
amid profound silence. 


"We, the jury, find the defendant 


guilty of manslaughter, and fix his pun- 
ishment at five years m tho penitentiary " 


There was a sudden change apparent 


in Boyd, who looked up with great 
relief in hia face. He seemed to be a new 
man, and when the court directed him 
to stand up and asked him if he was sat- 
isfied he promptly answered in the affirm- 
ative, whereupon he was sentenced ander 
the verdict to the Joliet penitentiary for 
five years. By good behavior he will get 
out of prison in less than four years 
After the sentence Boyd met some of the 
jurymen and shook hands with them, 
It oan be truthfully stated that Boyd left 
the court room a happy man Attorney 
Lee is also satisfied with the verdict. Ho 
was not present when the jury came m 
and when asked if he would enter a 
motion for a new trial he replied, "Not 
much, my boy, the result suits me. The 
sentence is lighter than I expected." 


The verdict was also a great relief to 


Boyd's mother whose anxiety during 
the day was at a high tension
